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The Anfwerer finds fault, that the 
Writer of the faid Pamphlet had not 
fupported with fome Reafon his Af- 
fertion, That an Excife laid upon any 
one Species of Goods, will not only burt 
that particular Branch, but in fome 
Degree affe& every Manufacture in the 
Kingdom. 

But ‘tis to be noted, that the Au- 
thor of the Obfervations, in order to 
ftrengthen what he advanc’d, fhew'd 
that the Neapolitans were once in 
Poffeflion of the beneficial Trade of 
Silk, and that they intirely lof that 
Commerce with Foreign Nations, 
by the King of Spain's laying an 
Excife upon raw Silk: He proceeds 
to thew, that this Excife was attended 
with thefe farther bad Confequences ; 
the Navigation of that Kingdom was 
greatly leffened; Numbers of their 
People were either ftarving at home, 
or obliged to wander into Foreign 
Countries to feek their Bread; by all 
which (/ays he) every Manufacture in 
the Kingdom muft have been confi- 
derably diminifhed. 

Our Anfwerer next asks a wile 
Queftion: If Excifes are deftrufive 
of Trade in general, (ys he) How 
comes it to pafs, that the Dutch, who 
are under juch numerous Excifes, enjoy 
a greater Share of Trade and Liberty, 
than any other Na¥icn under the Sun ? 

If he asks Quettions for Informa- 
tion, he is right, for fure no Man 
ever wanted it more. In the firft Place, 
I cannot allow that the Dutch enjoy 
a greater Share of Trade and Li- 
herty, than any other Nation, be- 
caufe itis not true; yet the Durch 
are only excifed in Things for Home 
Coniumption, which come from 
other Countries, and this they are 
under a Neceflity of fuffering, be- 
caufe they have no Land to Tax. 
Zeatand is the only Province that 
produces ore and that not half 
enough even to the Inhabitants of 
that Province alone; moft of the 
Lands In their other Pro vinces confit 


only of a few Meadows near their 


Cities and Towns, which in a Man. 
ner are ftolen out of the Sea; and 
when the Land cannot anfwer the 
Exigencies of the State, they muf 
be provided for another Way; yet I

not poflibly do them ariy Benefit. 
We {ce the Providence of Nature 

made no Diftingtion or Difference 


among 
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among her Children, nor marked 
out Wifdom by Beauty or Strength. 
She form’d us to acquire it by In- 
duftry and Experience, nor left it 
lefs free than the Air we refpire. 
She gave none a Commiffion to be 
Rulers over the reft; and fhe {peaks 
any fuch Pretenfion to be lawlefs 
and unjuft Ufurpation. 

As Men were made to be rational, 
fo they were made to be focial Crea- 
tures; and if it is a Duty to feek for 
Advice, there muft be the fame 
Obligation to give it. 

Is there a better Quality in hu- 
man Nature, than an honeft Ditpofi- 
tion toimprove the Underftandings 
of others? Has any Aétion more 
Beneficence in its Appearance or 
Tendency ? and does any Thing 
more deferve to be encourag’d ? 

If Men are liable to be deceived 
by Advice, there is the greater In- 
ducement to encourage general In- 
quiries, fince whatever Errors may

C Of thefe they invented abundance of 
Fi@ions, imputing to them all Sorts 
of human Pa/ffions, and making them 
wavering, tyrannical and revengefuls 
and tho’ probably, at firft, fomething 
ficurative might be intended by the 
Stories told of them, that foon was 
loft, or perhaps, never underltood 
at all amongit the Generality of Peo- 
ple. There was likewife another 
Way of adding to the Number of 
their Gods ; for feveral Men and Wo- 
men Who had performed extraordinary 
7 Aftions, or been the Inventors of 
ufeful Arts, were deify'd and honour’d 
with divine Worfbip; {uch as Ceres, 
Bacchus, Ejculapius, &c. but from 
whence foever their Deities were de- 
rived, they imagin'd them a// to be 
under the Power and Controul of one 
p /upreme God, the Great and Almighty 
Fupiter.

THURSDAY, IS. 

Was agreed on the following Re- 
prefentation of the Lord Mayor, 
Aldesmen, and Commons of the 
City of London, in Common. Coun- 
cil aflembled, to Sir Jobn Eyles, 
Mr. Alderman Parj/ons, Sir Fobn Bar- 
nard, and Mr. Alderman Perry, their 
Reprefentatives in Parliament. 

This Court doth apprehend, from 
the Experience of the Laws of Ex- 
cife now in being, that extending 
thofe Laws to any Commodities not 
yet excis’'d, muft neceffarily be very 
prejudicial to Trade, both as it will 
probably diminifh the Confumption of 
the Commodity to be excifed, and fub- 
jeét the fair Trader to the frequent 
and arbitrary Vilitation of Officers, 
and the judicial Determination of 
Commiffioners removeable at Plea- 
fure, from whom there is no Appeal. 

That the Extenfion of fuch Laws 
mufl neceffirilv increafe the Number 
and Power of Officers, which wiil be 
inconfiftent with thofe Principles of 
Liberty, on which our happy Confti- 
tution is founded; and will farther 
deprive the Subje&ls of Exg/and of 
fome of thofe valuable Privileges, 
which have hitherto diflinguifhed 
them from the neighbouring Nations. 

Wherefore, this Court doth e:r- 
neftly recommend it to you their 
Reprefentatives, to ufe your ntmoft 
Diligence in oppofing a Scheme. of 
this Nature, fhould anv fuch be of- 
feredin Parliament, in any Shape, or 
however limited in its firft Appear- 
ance; being fully convinced, that an 
Inland Duty on Goods now rated at 
the Cx/Pom- Houle, cannot be effedu- 
ally collefted even with an Extenfion 
of the Powers, or_the fevereft Ex- 
ercile of all the Rigours of the pre- 
fent Laws of Excife.

lowed by a Fever, and the Sore mor- 
tifying, his Majefty died of the fame, 
and the next Day his Death was no- 
tified to the People, with the ufual 
Ceremomies. 

This Prince was born on the 12th 
of May, 1670, fucceeded his Bro- 
ther in the Electorate of Saxony, in 
164, was proclaim’d King of Po- 
land, Fune 27, 1697, on the Demife 
of Yobn Sobiesky, and crown’d ac- 
cordingly at Cracow the 15th of 
September following; at which Time 
he embraced the Roman Catholick Re- 
ligion. In 1706 his.Majefty abdi- 
eated his Crown in Favour of King 
Staniflaus, but upon the Misfortune 
of Charles XII. of Sweden, again 
refum’d it. He married Chrifiza 
Eberdina, eldeft Daughter to the 
Margrave of Brandenburgh Bareith, 
by whom he had his Royal Highne(s 
Frederick Auguftus, Prince Royal of 
Poland, born Ofober 17, 1696, now 
Ele@tor of Saxony, and feveral other 
Children.—Four Faétions were foon 
talk’d of tobe in Poland; the firit 
for the Recal of King Staniflaus ; 
the fecond for clefting the Prince 
Royal, Son of the late King ; the 
third for the Regimentary Ponia- 
sevoski; and the lait was {aid to be 





foi the Chevalier de St. George, who 
married the Princefs Sadieshi, Grand- 
daughter of the late King Fobr. 
The Archbifhop of Gue/na, Primate 
of the Kingdom, is in that Quality, 
Regent, during the Juterregnum. 

From Co/ogn: That a Proclamation 
had been read in all the Churches, 
appointing a Faft-Day, to befeech 
Almighty God to put a Stop to the 
fatal Colds, which had been fo ge- 
neral there, and carried off abundance 
of People. 

N. B. This feems to be the fame 
Diftemper that has been lately fo 
rife among us in England, (See p. 39.) 
And by other Advices from abroad 
we were inform’d that it was got 
into almoft every City of J¢a/y, and 
carried off a great Number of aged 
Perfons. That it was firft taken No- 
tice of at Vienna, where the Empreds, 
the Duke of Lorrain, and almoft the 
whole Court and City, were at once 
indifpos’d ; from thence it fpread in- 
to every capita! City in Germany. 
It took Ho//and in its Way to Great 
Britain and Ireland, and _ having 
vifited the moft populous Places 
therein, it pafs’d to France, and fo 
on to Italy.
